nllE  importance  of  careful  planning 
cannot  be  over  emphasized.  Give 

tlionglit  to  your  garden,  discover 

its  needs,  and  then  determine  the  best 
plantings  and  arrangements  for  attaining 
the  results  your  mind’s  eye  has  pictured. 

^luch  may  be  said  about  the  good  and 
the  bad  in  garden  design.
